whom it is, or may- become, aneces-’ 
sary of life. Most of the sugar now 
consumed, as our readers are doubt- 
lessly aivare, is: miade.from cane. 
But large quantities are.also obtain- 
ed from the bect-root, maple; and 
palm. ‘The extent’ of beet ciultiva- 
tion for sugar-making.in France at 
the present period, .and the causes 
which originally led to its founda- 
. tion as a permanent industry in that 
country, are questions which will al- 
ways’ have an interest to the politi- 
., cal economist. The same can hardly 
be said. in reference’ to the maple- 
. sugar industry oftthe Uuited States 
of America, where large quantities 
of this article are locally produced 
and consumed, of which the. outside
